Election of a new board of directors, 
adoption of certain amendments to the by-laws, and 
reports from the officers and from the conmittees on 
membership, finance and architecture will be among 
the agenda. The Social Room of the Elementary School 
has been engaged for the evening program which will 
begin promptly at 8:00 P.M. 

Seven members of the board of directors are to be 
elected fbr terms of one year. The board members 
whose terms expire are: W. R. Volckhausen, Fj-nest 
Wolfe, Daytan W. Hull, Colin Skinner, Edward Walther, 
George DesJardins and Edward Hincks (resigned last 
month). The first three men were renominated last 
week. 

In view of the widespread interest in the board's 
activities, much of the meeting will be devoted to 
considering problems involved in the lease of land, 
financing of houses end strengthening the financial 
position of the cooperative. Opportunity will also 
be afforded for members to become acquainted. 

Two amendments to the by-laws of the cooperative 
will be recommended by the board for adoption. One 
will change the beginning of the fiscal year from 
January to July; the other will define and strengtn- 
en the organization's equity fund which is to be 
used for loans to members unable to meet their pay¬ 
ments and for repurchasing houses when members de¬ 
sire to leave the community. 

The Greenbelt Homeowners Cooperative was organ¬ 
ized last September for the purpose of acquiring 
land in Greenbelt for the erection of privately 
owned homes. It is one of the few cooperative hous¬ 
ing developments in the country.

to the Cooperator, that he is "satisfied that the 
CO unity is fulfilling the purposes for which it 
wae planned, to demonstrate a new type of community 
planning, and community life, that will serve as an 
example to other municip-alitieE throughout the coun¬ 
try', whict are incr<asingly concerned over their 
haphazard unplanned growth." 

During his five and a half years arsociation with 
Greenbelt, starting in August, 1935 when he was ap¬ 
pointed a: sociate architect, Mr. Fulmer saw the town 
oeveloj fromi the original blueprints to the commun¬ 
ity as it stands tooay. After working on every 
phase of the plan, he finally moved into 37-D Pidge 

Road on September 30, i937 the first day of occu¬ 
pancy. A week later he was joined by his family, 
and on October 30, the family was increused by the 
birth of a daughter, Sonya Fulmar, the first baby 
In in-'enb'^lt. 

The town was quite different at that time. There 
v.as no administi-ative office, Instead a house on 
Ridge Road was used. No stores were open, no doc¬ 
tors practicing, no regular garbage collection; no 
bus transpxjrtation; no street lights or signs; and 
much of tiie construction was unfinished. It was not 
until a year later that the houses In A block were 
finally coimpleted. 

Watching ti;e grorrth of the town as more and more 
famiilies moved in, and as more facilities bename 
available, has been a fascinating experience to Mr. 
Fulmer. But now that the job as Assistant Community 
manager has become more of a routine, he is glad to 
get back into active architectural work. 

This am.hition will be satisfied, Mr. fulm.er feels 
in his new position as consultant or. defense housing 
with, the Feoeral Works Adr.in'stration. He '>‘=sum«d 
this position on a loan lusis December 9, 1940.

Hope for amelioration of Greenbelt's transporta¬

In Greenbelt and throughout the United States 
more than a million Boy Scouts are celebrating this 
week as the 3l8t anniversary of Scouting in this 
co'uitry.

We have little doubt about the secret of Scout¬ 
ing' s success for it is the same age-old formula 
which sre know as the Golden Pule.

TENAUrrS COMPLAIN

that the hot water will not be done away with perma¬ 
nently because they could never wash their clothes 
then and the people who live in the houses and wash 
their clothes in the evening in the apartment houses 
basements and then use the dryers half the night 
will also be left out in the cold. They have no 
grudge nor grief against the house-living pieople 
but it does seem unfair when the electric bill goes 
up and the hot water is threatened to be cut down 
worse than it is. It is quite provoking after a 
bard days work to stand beside the stove and wait 
for a p)an of water to heat with which to shave. If 
you don't believe it is, ask any of the fellows in 
the above mentioned building. 

LANDl^RDJEPUES 

The Administrative office has received many com¬ 
plaints in regard to the insufficient supply of hot 
water in the apartments. A complete investigation 
has been made of the matter and it has been found 
that the water heating systems are functioning proj>- 
erly. Therefore, it is clearly indicated that cer¬ 
tain families must be using an excessive amount of 
hot water, thus affecting all units supplied by the 
system. Unless the situation improves, it will be 
necessary to take definite steps to regulate and 
control the hot water supply to indlvudual ap>art— 
ments. Therefore, the coop)eration of each family 
within a building will be necessary. 


PARENTS WARNED ON BROKEN GLASS 

The Administrative office is working with the 
Citizens' Association in an attempt to ^in the coopj- 
eratlon of Greenbelt parents in the matter of exer¬ 
cising more care in the disposal of glass bottles 
and containers of various sorts. It appears to be 
thoughtlessness or negligence on the part of the 
parents that they dispose of glass articles so care¬ 
lessly as to leave them within reach of small chil¬ 
dren. Or, they deliberately hand their children 
glass containers with which to amuse themselves 
while outdoors, little realizing the danger involved 
not only to them but to other, children if the bottle 
should be broken, which is generally the case. The 
seriousness of this problem cannot be emphasized 
enough, and it is strongly urged by everybody con¬ 
cerned that parents give more serious thought in the 
future to the elimination of glass as a child's 
plaything and to the careful disposal of glass Con¬ 
tainers when no longer needed.

Influenza nay be followed by a serious or fatal 
illness if it is not given proper nadlcal and nurs¬ 
ing care. 

At the onset, influenza is much like a conaion 
cold, except that the symptoms are nuch more severe,' 
Including fever and a painful aching in the back, 
head and legs. The patient should go to bed at once 
and a physician should be called Imnmdiately. In¬ 
fluenza is an exhausting disease and It nay be 
necessary for the patient to stay in bed for some 
time in order to regain his strength. 

The best way to avoid influenza is to live such a 
healthy life that strcxig resistance to disease germs 
is established. When we are tired, run-down, not 
eating properly, not getting enough sleep, fresh air 
and outdoor exercise, we are easy prey for disease 
germs of all kinds. It is wise to stay away from 
people who have colda and Influenza, alao from un¬ 
necessary crowded places. Try, by these common 
sense methods, to avoid Influenza and if you do get 
it, call your physician at once. Go to bed and atay 
there until your doctor says it Is safe for you to 
resume your normal activities. 


18 NEW SCARLET FEVER CASES 

"Scarlet, fever in Greenbelt can be aaid to nave 
reached epidemic proportions for a town of this 
size," Dr. Samuel R. Berenberg, Public Health Direc¬ 
tor, told the Greenbelt Citizens Association Monday 
night. He asked cooperation from all resldenta for 
quarantine enforcement, pointing out that he alone 
could not police the entire town for violations. 

As a measure of cooperation the Association voted 
to request the town manager to call a meeting of the 
Public Health Advisory Comnlttee which was set up 
with the passing of the public health ordinance last 
year but which has never met. 

"There were 18 new cases of scarlet f6ver here 
since the first of the year," Dr. Berenberg said. 
In response to question he described the symptoms 
of scarlet fever, and also pointed out the requlre- 
nents in qxiarantlne. He stated that he had In hia 
pocket a warrant for the arreat of one quarantine 
violator, but added that it was almost impossible to 
secure enough evidence to convict those who broke 
quarantine. He reminded the audience that only thru 
their willingness to help could Qltiirate control of 
communicable diseases be insured.

Fresh products, such as milk and eggs, are used in 
making it. 

A sample lot of the Co-op bread was on sale at 
the Food Store recently and the reaction was very 
favorable—many requests have been received for more 
of it. 

Another Co-op product being sold here is ciga¬ 
rettes. This item, which is still in its experi¬ 
mental stage, is on the market for criticism. The 
management invites such criticism from its cigarette 
patrons in order that any suggestions as to improve¬ 
ments can be passed along to the manufacturers irtio 
will then be in a better position to determine popu¬ 
lar demand as to mixture.

Pour the boiling water over the meal, mix smooth, 
and add the eggs when the mixture begins to cool, 
beating thoroughly. Mix soda in a little cold water 
and add this and the salt and sour milk, and last of 
all the cracklings. 

The batter should be the consistency of cake bat¬ 
ter. Always sei-ve the bread hot after baking in a 
shallow pan. If you desire to make a pone instead 
of a loaf, the batter should be made a trifle thick¬ 
er by tte addition of more meal.

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UNION RESTRICTIONS 


Bill To License Explosive 
Handlers Before Legislature 


The aiir. of certain trade unionists wculd appear 
to be either to hairstrine the Co-operative yoven'.ent 
or to allow it to operate within verj narrow limits. 
I'ost societies have rad experience of trade unicns 
trying to impose conditions cn co-operative employ¬ 
ment which they would not care to demand from the 
outside trading world. Actually, if a business is 
run for private profit it is allowea tc pay a lower 
scale of wa’es than is paid in co-operative socie¬ 
ties. This is a decided handicap tc the Co-opera¬ 
tive Movement in a competitive world, and means a 
restriction of co-operative em.ployment. 

We do not suggest that co-operative societies 
should refuse to recognise wa e and labour star.dards 
simply because tnese have not yet been established 
elsewhere. The aim of the Co-operative I'overent is 
tc improve the status and conditions of the .workers. 
If trade union demands on co-operative societies are 
reasonable, .and have some relation to the living 
standards which we wis> to see all round us, thenth^ 
shoula oe conceded, provided it is within the 
ability of the co-operative society to do so. Fre¬ 
quently, however, there is a different trade union 
viewpoint in regard tc co-operative societies. We 
have seen time and again that one concession by co¬ 
operative employers has beer, taken as a starting 
point for other demands, despite the fact that wage 
scales in the outside trading world have not been 
affected by the new agreements reached from time to 
time by trade unicns ard co-operative societies. 
Nor is it solely a question of wage rates or hours. 
At tne quarterly meeting of the U.C.B.S.., for in¬ 
stance, we had another illustration of the stupid 
and ind'-.fensible policy which the trade unions would 
wish t rursue in regard tc co-operative societies. 
It w» proposed that certain work for the biscuit 
facto . be undertaken b. women, but the trade uiiion 
intervened and would not allow it, despite the fact 
that the same class of work was being done by worsen 
labour in a C.V..S. factory in England with the con- 
ser:t of the trade union. What the U.C.B.S. were 
asking was something that had already been conceded 
by the union to co-operative employers; but in Scot¬ 
land, the union decreed, women labour was not to be 
employed. The result was that the work was trans¬ 
ferred outside. It has gone to workers employed by 
a private employer. Here, as in the co-operative 
factory in England, the work is being done by women 
labour, much chea.jer than' it wo ili have been done by 
the U.C.B.S. themselves. Where, therefore, is the 
gain to the trade union? Their only gain has been 
to deprive co-operative female labo'ur of work that 
should have been cai-ried cut under co-operative aus- 
P'ices and has now been transferred tc a private con¬ 
tractor. -Scottish Cooperator
